Beissel, who has written and translated plays, poetry and 
prose, has also written poetry for children. Winner of an Epstein 
Award, a Davidson Award and a DAAD Fellowship, he was the President 
of the League of Canadian Poets ('80-'81) and is a member of the 
International Academy of Poets, The Guild of Canadian Playwrights, 
Playwrights Canada, and the Association of Canadian University Teach- 
ers of English. Some of Beissel's work has been translated into 
French, Spanish, German, Hungarian, Rumanian, Serbo-Croatian 
and Japanese.

free of charge and all are welcome to attend.
